STEAMSHIP -V7BE0KED. 

A Boats Crow Missing and Supposed 
to "bo Lest. 

Halifax, Nov. i(0. — The steamship 
Coiluv Grove, from London for Halifax and 
St. Johns, M. Li., struck tho lodges off 
Capo Cniiso this morning during a gale 
and sank an hour later into 10 fathoms of 
water. Three boats were launched 
shortly after tho vessel struck, two of 
which, containing 13 people reached the 
shore safely. The remaining boat has 
not boon heard from, and it ia feared was 
last in the breakers. Among the missing 
are tiio captain, chief officer and Miss 
Fairell, a passenger. There was so much 
confusion just before the vessel went 
down that it is not known whether the 
persons named were in the missing boat 
or went down with the steamer. Follow- 
ing is a list of the saved: S. A. Mnca- 
vittio, passenger; J. Pearson, second offi- 
cer; P. Reed, chief engineer; .J. Griffin, 
Don Kayman, J. L. Dicker and U. Car- 
ney, firemen; E. li. Wilson, H. Clem- 
mons, H. P. Phillips, W. Lirattlom, and 
Scott White, seamen; 15. Patton, stew- 
ard; John Walsh, boy. The Cedar Grove 
was a new steamer of the New Brunswick 
steamship company line and insured for 
SKiO.OOO, within §20,000 of her value. 

Tho latest from Cape Canso is that one 
lifeboat and nineteen persons are missing. 
It is not known how many succeeded in 
getting into tho first boat. .Some were 
Keen to jump overboard, others were 
washed oft' when the bow of the ship 
swamped, and it could not be ascertained 
in tho darkness how many were taken 
into the boat. The ship struck on Walk- 
er's Reef, back of Cape Island, a mile west 
of Cranberry Island, and not on White 
Point as before reported. The breakers 
were seen and the engines reversed some 
minutes before tho ship struck. She re- 
mained above water three hours. As she 
now lies the tafl'rail is visible at low 
water. 

A passenger makes the following state- 
ment: "I was below when the vessel 
struck a rock. The chief officer request- 
ed me to look out for boats, provisions, 
water, etc. After providing for those I 
went below again at the chief officer's re- 
quest. Several firemen refused to work. 
After an hour and a half's work the chief 
engineer ordered all on deck. On going 
up 1 found the engineers' companion way 
gone, and making my way through the 
uflice got up by a ladder there. When 1 
reached the deck I discovered the vessel 
sinking rapidly and every one had aban- 
doned her but myself, the second and 
third engineers and ono fireman. Wo 
leaped into the water together. The fire- 
man and I were picked up by the chief 
engineer's boat. 1 saw or beard nothing 
of Captain Fritz or the others who left the 
sinking ship with him. The last I saw of 
Miss Fairell wiis at the cabin door. We 
had hard work to keep the boat afloat, 
having to bail constantly, but reached laud 
at 9 in the morning. 

Canso, Dec. 1. — The total number saved 
from tho wrecked steamer is 20, leaving 
live, Capt. Fritz, Miss Fairell, the 1st. and 
3rd engineers and an unknown man still 
missing. Lloyd's agent arrived to day 
and proceeded to Walker's Head to take 
charge of the wreck. The male says: "I 
was on the deck of the Cedar Urove with 
a lady on one arm and holding on with 
tho other, when the sea washed the lady 
from my grasp." Tlie male says he and 
the captain were standing on tho star- 
board side of tho chart room, and the 
captain sent him forward to lot go anch- 
or, when the bow of the steamer wont 
down with him and the lady. When he 
rose he got in a boat with some of tho 
crew, but nothing was seen of the cap- 
tain or the lady, and he thinks they were 
lost, as there was little or nothing float- 
ing to which they might cling until res- 
cued. 

Ororjoi.. 

Portland, Dec. 1. — Hon. Nelson Cole, 
a pioneer of Columbia county, committed 
suicide Tuesday last, at Riverside, sixty 
miles below the city._ He had been suf- 
fering for two years with cancer. Ho 
lived with a son and when all the family 
were absent he took a loaded rifle, placed 
it on a table, knelt in front of it with the 
muzzle pointed toward him and pulled 
the trigger. 

Ho left a note saying that he could not 
endure another night's suffering as he had 
tho night previous. Mr. Cole was sixty- 
one years old. He had been a member 
of the legislature, and was highly es- 
teemed throughout this section of the 
country for honesty.

Eastern Spates. 

I Per Steamer North Pacific! 

Washington, Dee. 1.— The president 
has received the following communication 
from Professor E. Stono Wigging, the 
astronomer of tho Canadian finance de- 
partment, under the date of Ottawa, No- 
vember 27 : 

" On the 23rd of September last, I an 
nouncod through the Canadian press that 
a great storm would occur in March next; 
that it would first bo felt in the north Pa- 
cific; that it would appear in tho gulf of 
Mexico on the 7th; and being deflected 
by the rocky mountains,' would cross this 
meredian from the west March 11, 18(*it. 
No vessel, whatever her dimensions, will 
bo safe out of tho harbor, and none of 
small tonnage can hope to survive the ti- 
dal waves and fury of this tempest, as 
the wind will blow from the east. Tho 
planetary force will be sufficient to sub- 
merge the low lands of the American 
coast, especially those bordering on the 
gulf of Mexico and washed by the gulf 
. stream, while tho air currents for several 
I hundred miles along the east side of the 
rocky mountain range, owing to groat at- 
mospheric pressures in most regions, will 
spread universal destruction: The New 
England states will also sutler severely 
from winds and floods. Nti point out- 
side of the harbor in the whole area of 
the Atlantic, especially north of the equa- 
tor, will be safe, for this will bo pre-emi- 
nently tho greatest storm that has visited 
this continent since tho days of your il- 
lustrious first president. In view of this 
event, therefore, I take great liberty iu 
presenting to your excellency the advis- 
ability of ordering all United States ships 
into safe harbors not later than the 5th' 
of March, until this storm bo passed. 

New York, Dec. 1. — In the three- 
fourths of a mile race, Georgo, the Eng- 
lish champion, won. Time, three minutes 
ten and a-half seconds. George led from 
the start and Myers was six yards behind 
at the finish. His time was 3:1"; George's 
record for this distance in England was 
3.08. 

Boston, Dec. 1. — A Halifax special 
states the schooner Parole was sunk yes- 
terday off Canso, by the steamer Lydes- 
dale. The crew were saved and landed 
at North Sydney by the Lydesdale. 

The Parole bad picked up the mate's 
boat with twelve persons aboard, from 
the steamer Cedar Grove. 

Prn'suuita, Pa., Dee. 1. — A collision 
occurred on tho Fort Wayne road, near 
New Watorford, Ohio, between an ac- 
commodation and a freight: train. John 
S. House, jr. , fireman on the passenger 
train was killed. Engineer Fitzsimmons 
and John Snyder are seriously hurt.™ 

Union Point, Go.. , Dec. 1.— This 
morning, four milo3 below here, a freight 
train came into collision with a passenger 
train. In a minute afterward ' another 
freight train ran into a sleeper of tho 
passenger train. . 

Two engines and several freight, ears 
were wrecked. t»ne engine exploded. 
The escape from loss of life is miracu- 
lous. 

Pittsburg, Dec 1. — Two passenger 
on the Pittsburg southern railroad collid- 
ed near Castle Shannon, Pa. , at noon. 
Both engines and baggage cars were 
wrecked and several passongors seriously 
injured. 

Port Jervis, N. Y., Dec. 1.— An ex- 
press train on the Erie railway, two bourn 
lute, ran into the rear of a freight train 
near Greenswood, to-day. 

The conductor of the freight train was 
killed and an engineer and fireman of tho 
express train hurt. 

California. 



San Francisco, Nov. 2S— It was re- 
ported at the coroner's office yesterday 
afternoon that a family named Sullivan 
had been poisoned. Tho coroner hurried 
to the house and there discovered tho 
room filled with neighb *ra doing all they 
possibly could for Mrs. Sullivan and tho 
three surviving children who was writh- 
ing in agony. In an adjoining room w ere 
two children just dead. Prompt applica- 
tion of remedies effected good results and 
all but one child showed signs of recov- 
ery. The poisoning was caused by eating 
a quantity of herrings which Mr. Sulli- 
van bought from a fish peddler. A por- 
tion of tho fish was oaten for supper on 
Friday. Soon after eating them the ne - 
ther and children complained of feeliny 
sick and continued to grow norse. Tho 
ease will be thoroughly investigated. 

San Francisco, Nov. 29— Schoonerlto- 
doriek Dim has arrived at Brisbane from 
the South seas, and reports when recruit- 
ing for Islanders the boats were frequent- 
ly fired upon. A number of returned na- 
tives were seized, murdered and eaten by 
the inhabitants of Pasma and Apy. Tho 
Tono islanders also boarded the schooner 
Helena and incited tho recruits to seizo 
the vessel. The mutiny was qiieiled and 
three of tho marauders killed. 

Sacramento, Nov. 28— The Golden 
Eagle stable burned last night with all 
the horses, wagons and omnibuses. The 
personal property was valued at §35,000; 
the building was worth about £3000. 

San Francisco, Dec. 1 — A son of Sam- 
uel (i. Jones, traveling salesman of Oak- 
land, met his death in Alameda yester- 
day by the careless handling of a guu.

TWX. 

The proviiiion mado to secure tho' pro- 
per working of responsible government, 
in so far us it is required that the Minis- 
try shall for the time being be supported 
by a majority of tho representatives of 
the people -was thought to have been 
ample, until Mr. Beaven arose and show- 
ed that a man might, by chance, during 
a parliamentary recess, be made premier 
when his party were hot in a majority — 
that he might bring on the elections and 
lind hia party defeated, routed; and that 
in the face of public opinion; in the face 
of the spirit and tho letter of tho consti- 
tution; and in the face of the invariable 
prnctico in all parts uf the world where 
the British constitution has been estab- 
lished, ho might continue to cling, ro- 
gardlosn of shame and decency, to tho 
position he attained by accident. One 
would think that the most natural im- 
pulse of a gentleman having gained place 
as Mr. Beavon did, would be, at the ear- 
liest possible period, to seek the sanction 
of the legislature to his appointment, 
without which he must, if lie have any 
gentlemanly instincts whatever, feel that 
he occupies a false position and that every 
act of his administration after the period 
at which he might, and ought to have 
called tho house together, is a dagger 
thrust at institutions which ought to bo 
honored and sustained. Can it bo pos- 
sible that $8 21 j cents per day can have 
Bach potent influence over Mr. Beaven 
that it blinds him to the fact that the 
constitution he is sworn to maintain is by 
him being trampled underfoot? Is it 
possible that the worship of pelf has so 
shriveled his soul that ho cannot perceive 
the false posit inn he places the Lieuten- 
ant Governor in when he refuses to ad- 
vise him to call the house together, so 
that tho action of his Honor in calling 
him to his council may bo endorsed or an 
opportunity bo afforded him to call some 
one whom the parliament will endorse. 
During the period between tho proroga- 
tion of one house and the meeting of the 
other, representatives of the people are 
powerless; and it is for the government 
of the day to advise his Honor in accord- 
ance with tho constitutional rights of the 
people. If it happens, as Mr. Beaven 
has proven it may, that a government 
viulates tho first principles of responsible 
government which is that the people 
shall rule, then it not only appertains to 
the prerogative of the Crown or its re- 
presentative, but it becomes the duty 
thereof to maintain the rights of the sub- 
. jecta against a vicious ministry. Had 
Mr. Beaven done as any gentleman in his 
place would have done, his re- 
signation would have been placed 
in his Honor's hands ns soon 
aa the election returns wero in. Failing 
that, he would have called the House to- 
gether as early as possible Ho not hav- 
ing dono either, places the Governor in 
an extraordinary position and one that he 
would undoubtedly be justified in free- 
ing himself from, by tho exercise of his 
prerogative. The fact is the peoplo look 
to his Honor to end the phenomenal si- 
tuation by requiring Mr. Beaven to meet 
the house. The peculiar circumstances 
of Mr. Beaven 's appointment, when he 
was not known to have tho support of 
the people, demand it. The extraordinary 
circumstance of his continuance in office 
after the peoplo by their votes rejected 
his supporters at tho polls, demand it. 
And above all the necessity for the res- 
cue of the country's best interests from 
sacrifice at his and his colleagues' incom- 
petent hands demand it. 

THE ESQUIMAU' ELECTION. 

It is utterly false that Mr. Justice Gray 
exprcRsnd an opinion that he had tho 
right to disallow an appeal, or tliat ho ex- 
erciaod any option in tho matter. In in- 
timating that Mr. Justice Gray did bo 
our contemporary the Standard wilfully 
misrepresents what took placo. The 
judgo siaiply declined to do an act, for 
which there was neither statute law non» 
any precedent. A judge can neither 
grant a tight of appeal nor refuse it, if it 
exists. If Mr. Hetfc thinks an appeal does 
lie, he can try the experiment of asking 
leave at Ottawa and should he do so we 
have no doubt ho will speedily find tho 
application will not be entertained. There 
is eminent authority for saying a judge's 
decision is always open to criticism, but 
gross and wilful misrepresentation is not 
criticism. 



Political Spito. 



To THE Editor: — It is much to bo re- 
gretted that the Standard newspaper 
should bo so lost to a sense of decency 
that even in so small a matter as an after 
dinner nonpolitical speech of a political 
opponent it cannot refrain from utteiing 
gratuitous untruths. Mr. Smithe did hot 
say at tho Caledonia dinner "that ho was 
sorry thuro was no other members of the 
OpjHjsitinn present," but ho did say he re- 
gretted that no member of the government 
and no other member of tho legislature 
wero present.

When the 
Stamlard learns to speak the truth and to 
report the utterances of public men with- 
out parbling them, it may reasonably ex- 
pect to be respected and supported, but 
until then it will surely continue to merit 
tho scathing criticism which the proposer 
of the proas, at the dinner, so justly in- 
flicted upon it, and all such as it, among 
local journals, and to merit also the con- 
tempt of every right feeling man whether 
ho he an English, Irish or 

Scotchman-.

NUISANCE. 

At 2 p.m. the case of Chief Engineer 
Horde, of the Victoria Fire Department, 
and the Fire Wardens against A", li. Gray, 
Agent, for the non-romoval of the old 
building, at the foot of Yate's street, on 
Wharf street, after due notice to that 
effect had been served, was proceeded 
with. 

Mr. Drake, of Messrs. Drake & .lack- 
son, appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
T. Davie for the defence. His Worship 
the Mayor also attended. 

His Honor said before going into the 
case, it. appeared to him there was .some 
dispute as to tho ground on which the 
stood. 

Mr. Drake said that had nothing to do 
with this matter, as nails and posts would 
reserve Mr. Yates' rights. 

Mr. Davie said Mr. Cray was merely 
an agent. There was at one time a dis- 
pute as to the ground, but it was conceded 
that it was the property of Mr. Yates. 
The point at issue was if tile building 
upon il was dangerous. Mr. Gray had no 
intention of taking an obnoxious position 
as regarded the public. 

Engineer Horde and Fire Wardens 
Wriglesworlh and Kinsman testified as to 
the unsafe condition of the building, both 
in relation to its falling and being set on 
lire accidentally. 

For the defence Mr. A. J. Smith, (of 
Smith Cv Clark) and Mr. Teaguo, Archi- 
tect, stated how tho building had been 
braced at an expense of $31, and that; it 
| was perfectly safe a3 regarded collapsing. 

Mr. Davie, for the defence, contended 
that By-Law No. 52 was penal and must, 
be construed literally, and the infraction 
of the law itself and not of an order 
under section 0, could only bu punished, 
also that it was a question if mere decay 
by lapse of time was sullieieiit for the re- 
moval of a building. lie contended that 
I he summary order of the Chief Engineer 
was not sullieieiit under the law. The 
point was if the building was dangerous. 
The laud was the property of Mr. Yates, 
and he was ready to remove the building 
if the corporation would give him com- 
pensation, but in the meanwhile it was a 
landmark of his property. 

Mr. Drake said the Corporation did not 
want the land without compensation or 
want it at all at present, and Mr. Yates 
might build a stone wall on the boundary 
if he chose. The question was not as to 
the building falling, but as to the danger 
of its taking lire, a point which the evi- 
dence of thu defence had left untouched. 
He contended that section (! was a part of 
the By-Law No. 52 and had been violated. 
Mr. Gray's landmarks would not bo inter- 
fered with. 

His Honor said tho evidence of tho 
Chief Engineer and Fire Wardens, ■which 
went to show that the building was liable 
to take fire, had not boon rebutted. He 
felt it his duty to impose a line of §10, to 
be levied by distress and in default of 
payment one week imprisonment:

Tho Govornor-Gonoral Present. 

Nos. 1 and 2 detachments of the Vic- 
toria Garrison Artillery, numbering 20 
men, under command of Lieut. Jones, 
carried out tho annual prize competition 
at Finlays'on Point Battory yesterday 
morning, mustering at the drill shed at 
10 a. in. and inarching thenco to the 
battery. Up to 11:30 tho weather was 
very unpropitious, the work being carried 
on in a steady down pour of rain and 
proving our artillerymen to be neither 
sugar nor salt or they would have been 
dissolved. Shortly after noon His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General accompanied 
by his Military Secretary, Col. de Win-' 
ton, R. A., arrived at tho Battery and 
was recoived by Acting D. A. G. Du- 
pont. The men were drawn up in the 
Battery and on His Excellency's entering 
presented arms, the band playing tho 
national anthem. The men then resumed 
their places at the guns and continued 
their practice — Col. de Winton firing a 
sighting shot. The targets, which were 
very small objects, at times barely visible 
in the sea, wore anchored at 1,400 yards, 
and tho practice, as usual, was very good. 
Unfortunately the high wind and sea 
caused tho targets to break adrift and 
they became at last quite invisible. His 
Excellency, before leaving, addressed the 
men complimenting them highly on the 
manner in which thoy had discharged 
their duties while on guard at Government 
House and upon their gun practice. Ho 
dwelt upon the importance of an artillery 
force at this place in connect ion with tho 
defense of the Dock Yard, and urged the 
men to keep up their interest hi their 
corps.

A. D. O. Dupoiit informed the men that 
lie hail received His Excellency's com- 
mand to send him a nominal roll of tho 
men Who had done guard duty as ho 
wished to present them with a memento.

EUROPE AND EGYPT. 

Dl'ulin, Nov. 30. — The meeting of 
the privy, council, Tuesday night, was 
the most protracted held by that body 
since the Fenian scare in 1867. The 
lord-lieutenant and president resolved 
to proclaim under operation the Cur- 
few act, which authorizes the police to 
arrest all suspicious persons found on 
the streets between an hour after sun- 
set and an hour before sunrise. The 
proclamation also agrees to offering a 
reward of .€5000 for information lead- 
ing to the apprehension and conviction 
of Field's assailants, with tho usual 
provisions of pardon and protection to 
informers. 

Tho proclamation posted states the 
powers granted by the; Curfew act will 
be used only ngainst persons believed 
to be engaged in criminal designs. 

In consequence of tho assault upon 
Juror Field special jurors request the 
government to try political prisoners 
without juries. 

The queen has telegraphed an in- 
quiry as to the condition of ex-juror 
Field and to express her sympathy for 
liis family. 

Dowling's counsel intend to plead 
that detective Cox was shot by one of 
his comrades. . • 

The suburbs will shortly be proclaim 
eel under the Curfew clause. 

77 men of tho marine artillery at 
Portsmouth, volunteering for police 
duty in Ireland, start Saturday, 

London, Nov. 30. — Lord tlranville, 
in introducing the dean of Westmin- 
ster to a deputation from the Longfel- 
low memorial committee, said they 
wanted the dean's consent to allow a 
bust of Longfellow to be placed in 
Westminster Abbey as a testimonial 
to the graceful and tonder poet. lie 
pointed" to the eminence of the 'mem- 
bers of the committee, numbering 
nearly 500, as scarcely paralelled, they 
being distinguished in all departments 
of intellectual activity. Lord Gran- 
ville asked the dean to nccede to the 
request and thus bind more closely 
in friendly common feelings ourselves 
and the citizenR of the United States, 
tho dean, replying unhesitatingly, con- 
sented, and after paving a graceful 
tribute to Longfellow, referred touch- 
iugly to Washington Irving and to the 
relations between two countries whose 
ties were strong as links of iron. 

Berlin, Nov. 30.— The Reichstag 
rejected, 153 to 1 1 9, a motion to allow 
as optional tho use of French in de- 
bates in the provincial committee of 
Alsace-Lorraine. During discussion 
Boetheker vigorously opposed the mo 
tion and declared there was no chance 
of a federal council ever allowing it to 
become law. The use of the French 
language, moreover, was unnecessary, 
because sixty per cent, of the popula- 
tion were Germans, and another eighth 
per cent, speak both languages. 13t:n- 
igsen also opposed the motion and ad- 
ded that there would be in any case 
another struggle for the possession of 
Alsace- Lorraine whenever the increas- 
ing ferment in France came to a head. 

Berlin, Nov. 30. — The worst of the 
floods is over. The Uliine lias fallen a 
foot and a half in the last 21 hours. 
There are six feet of water in the 
streets of Cologne, Coblentz and Bonn. 
At the last named nlace 490 houses 
are submerged and nearly (ill the pro- 
visions and fodder were destroyed. 
There is much sickness in the Hooded 
districts among the children and the 
poor. 

Romk, Nov. .'10. — Considerable ex- 
citement was caused in the chamber of 
deputies by the refusal of the radical, 
Falleroni, to take the oath of allegiance. 
Having twice refused to comply, the 
president ordered him to withdraw. 
Falleroni replied, " I have been sent 
hero by the people and I shall only 
leave here under compulsion." There 
upon twoqusestcrs removed him. 

Pauls, Nov, 38 — The chamber of depu- 
ties to-day voted on the naval estimates. 
During the discussion Admiral Jauregui- 
berry announced he would shortly intro- 
duce a bill for the strengthening of the 
French protectorate of Tonquin. lie also 
announced that DeBrastza would bo ap- 
pointed governor of Gaboon. 

Bkussfxs, Nov. 30— Tho interrst in the 
Peltzer trial is increasing. Tho presence 
of Bernay's father in court caused a great 
sensation. It is .itatod that Mine, Bcr- 
nay, widow of the murdered man is seri- 
ously ill. 

Constantinople, Nov. 30 — The arrest 
of Fu.'id Pasha was caused by a charge in- 
volving the chief eunuch of the palace and 
Said Pasha, in that he was conspiring to 
depose tho Sultan in favor of Abdul Ha- 
mod's youngest brother, Mehamed Hesi- 
had Aflindi. 

Ouhssa, Nov. 30. — Tho military tri- 
bunal found Col. Stavrasky guilty of em- 
bezzling 1,125,000 roubles and sentenced 
him to banishment. A captain and lieu- 
tenant and two Jewish contractors wore 
sentenced, to various penalties for com- 
plicity in the crime. 

. AijJXANDiUA, Nov. 30.— The European 
police force will be reduced to 300 and at 
Cairo to 350 for purposes of economy. 
The romainder of the force will bo sent 
homo at tho expenses of Egypt. Much 
dissatisfaction ia expressed at. the reduc- 
tion. 

Constant! novlk, Nov. 30 — The charge 
that Fuad Pasha was engaged in a con- 



spiracy for the deposition of tho sultan is 
declared unfounded and the accusation 
is attributed to the hostility of Oaman 
Pasha. 

London, Nov. 30.— In tho commons 
this afternoou Ashley, secretary of the 
board of trade, stated that tho ladies ac- 
companying Mace, the Cuban .refugee, 
when he was surrendered, had boon im- 
prisoned. Tho report in question con- 
demned tho conduct of tho local authori- 
ties, but in consequence of a telegram 
from Lord Wapier, English conimandor at 
Gibraltar, decision had been suspended 
until the arrival of further intelligence 
from that officer. 

Gladstone refused to grant Parnell's re- 
quo3t for facilities to discuss tho adminis- 
tration of the land act. 

Trevelyan, chief secretary for Ireland, 
stated tho recent inflammatory speeches 
of Dwight, Hcaly and Redmond had been 
considered by the government, and if 
such speeches continued, meetings of the 
national league would be prohibited. 
Redmond's speech, ho said, came within 
the purview of the seventh section of the 
prevention of crime act and prosecu- 
tion would forthwith be entered in his 
case. 

The .speeches of Davitt and Qealy did 
not come within the act. Those made by 
Healy were indictable but he (Trevelyan) 
advised that liealy bo not prosecuted. 

Trevelyan said if Davitt and Healy 
persisted in making iullamalory speeches, 
an application would be made to have 
them bound over to bo of good behaviour 
or bo committed for prosecution. 

Healy here rose, and in n defiant man- 
ner said he begged to inform the govern- 
ment ho would return to Dublin to-mor- 
row. 

Richard Asholton Cross asked if the 
fact ti'.at Davitt was a ticket-of-leavo man 
hod been brought to tho notice of tho 
secretary of state for the home depart- 
ment. 

Trevelyan said tho attention of the 
Irish government had been called to the 
fact and that their opinion was very strong 
that Davitt should bo treated like any 
other person.

Houses 
at Nugent and Courbiner are being do- 
sorted through fear of disaster by the 
flood.

I 
Houses on the bank of thu Thesis are in 
great danger. 

Pauls, Dec. 1. — Several churches in 
the Department Main Loire have been 
robbed. Seven valuable paintings wore 
stolen from a church at Font Vrault. 

A duel with swords was fought this 
morning by M, Andrioux, the Into am 
bassador to Spain, and M. Laurenta, 
the editor of tho newspaper Paris. The 
latter was slightly wounded. 

Tho "Paris" had accused Andrieux of 
wearing a decoration of the Legion of 
Honor while in Spain, although ho had 
never roceivod that order; and of subse- 
quently, when his conduct had attracted 
attention, begging M. Grovy to confer it 
upon him. 

Constantinople, Dec. 1.— Sarfrot Pa- 
sha has been appointed minister of foreign 
affairs. 

London, Doc. 1. — W. Redmond, whom 
tho government intends to prosooute on 
account of a recent violent speech, is now 
on tho continent. He is a brother of 
J. E. Redmond, member of parlia- 
ment. 

London-, Dec. 1 .- Tho death of the 
arch-bishop of Canterbury is hourly 
expected. He is unable to recognize 
friends. 

Constantinople, Doc. 1.— The follow- 
ing appointments have been made: Arabi 
Pasha, president of the council of the 
stato ; Munior Bey, minister of fin- 
ance, and Aldhusaier Pasha, minister of 
war. 

London, Dec. I. — Tho "News" says it 
believes that Franco is preparing a 
specific demand on England for com- 
pensation for the lapse of control in 

Egypt. 

BcKLIN, Dec. 1. — 'fhe following is the 
text of tho ordinance on tho importation 
of American pork: The importation of 
American bains, bacon and sausage of all 
kinds, is forbidden, and the chancellor is 
empowered to permit exceptions to the 
prohibitive rules subject to the necessary 
measures of the contract. Tho third re- 
strictive ordinanco of dune 25, 1880, in 
respect to tho importation of American 
pork and sansago was abolished. The 
fourth and present ordinance comes into 
forco 30 days after promu lgation , A The 
ordinance of June 2uth, 1880, only ap- 
plied to minced pork and sausages and 
not to ham. 

London, Dec. 1. — In the housoof com- 
mons this afternoon the Marquis of Hart- 
ington, secretary of stato for Ireland, said 
a consideration of the rules of procedure 
would be finished to-night and parliament 
would bo prorogued. 

London, Nov. 30.— Lord Granville 
receives the Malagasy envoys on Satur- 
day. 

The British government has ordered a 
war ship to Madagascar. 

The condition of thearch-bishop of Can- 
terbury ia dangerous. He has taken leave 
of his servants. 

At Marseilles seven Italian anarchists 
were arrested with compromising docu- 
ments in their possession. 

A compromise has been affected be- 
twoen Lord Macdonald and the most per- 
sistent section of Skyo croftors.
